You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Tuftonboro,  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  (14th) 
day  of  March,  next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon, 
to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year 
and  make  apprcpriations  of  the  same.  ($9,431.50  figures 
of  Budget  Committee. ) 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  -  nine  dollars 
( $129. )  for  the  Lakes  Region  Association. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty- 
three  dollars,  the  State  to  raise  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  thirty -three  dollars  ($1,933.),  for  State  Aid 
Construction  on  the  Ledge  Hill  Road. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Fire 
Department  as  now  organized,  this  organization  being 
in  accord  with  the  vote  of  the  adjourned  meeting  of 
April  1938,  such  acceptance  being  recognition  of  the 
present  organization  as  the  official  Tuftonboro  Fire 
Department.
